RECORDS MAY DIFFER 


If the present British government 


discovers in Mr. Mellon's statement 
\arious things-that it chooses to term 
"inaccuracies." then the conclusion 13 
inescapable that the British records 
do not correspond with the statements 
made on this side of the Atlantic dur- 
ing the war. 


This is not altogether surprising 


because, after-811. ,the United States 
did not demand any accounting from 
the British as to what was subse- 
quently done with the funds advanc- 
ed. Much of the money was spent 
Irs America In connection with muni- 
tions and food purchases.

it may have been used to pay inter- 
est on private loans previously floated 
tv the British In America. The point 
is that It was possible for-the funds 
to be transferred from one plaea to 
another In tho intricate process of 
nnanclng which developed between 
Great Britain and the United States 
on the one hand and between the 
British and their allies on the other. 


What the britlsh officials desire to 


have their own people think was the 
status of British credit during' the 
v.ar is one thing, and what actually 
happened to the money after Ameri- 
can officials were told tho general 
purposes of the loans may fce quite 
another. British officials now are 
saying that but for the loans they 
had to make to their allies the Lon- 
don government would have be*>n able 
to finance its own part in the war 
without borrowing from America. 


PUBLISH RECORDS 


There is no accusation against th«- 


British for presenting then- own ver- 
sion of the loan transactions. Nor 
would any controversy have arisen 
If thy British had riot at this- time 
desired to make It clear that they 
are more generous toward the allies, 
especially the French, than is the 
United States government. 


The up-shot of the controversy will 


be the publication of all the records. 
The first thing that will happen when 
congress reconvenes will be the adop- 
tion of a resolution calling for all 
communications and data on the sub- 
ject.

Since Great Bri- 


tain has publicity questioned the Am- 
erican records, the treasury depart- 
ment will be compelled to make pub- 
lic all th» documents In Its posession 
in deference to the wish of congress.

If is announced that a committee of 


eight members of congregations will

The 
churches will remain open for wor- 
ship but no priests will officiate.

EUROPE. STEWS IN OWN JUICE 
Just at this moment politicians of 


France and England arc stirring up ill- 
feeling toward the United States. 
After 


ministries ad infinitum have come and 
gone in France, lacking either competency 
or parliamentary support in the solution 
of her financial ills, and faced by the 
probable necessity of establishing some 
tort of a dictatorship, her political lead- 
ers unite in blaming America for a crisis 
which threatens her security. England, 
confronted by almost insoluble economic 
difficulties, along with well grounded fear 
that she may not be able to meet the 
terms of her debt settlemeij.t with the 
"United States and a prospective deprecia- 
tion of the pound sterling, is likewise say- 
ing nasty things about the United States. 
"\Ye are the target'of abuse and denuncia- 
tion, all because we have insisted that our - 
European debtors pay us back a reason- 
able part of the sums they borrowed to 
prosecute the AVorld war and to restore 
themselves from its blighting effects. 
England talks of debt cancellation, as 
though there had been some compelling 
moral obligation on the part of the Unit- 
ed States to wash out its claims and re- 
lease the borrowers from payment. Bal- 
four is the butt of both ridicule and cen- 
sure foi"negotiating a set'bment that ev- 
eryone recognises today was to the disad- 
vantage of Great Britain, and imposed 
upon her heavier terms than she.probably 
could have gotten off with later. 


Two things stand out clearly in this 


European pillorying of the United States. 
One is that so far as morality and law 
go. we are entitled to collect from each 
and all of the.se debtors. 
They brought 


upon themselves the calamity which en- 
gulfed them. 
AVe had no part whatever 


in it. The diplomacy, rivalry, militarism 


i nd tyranny which led up to and caused 
this monumental catastrophe was not of 
our doing. 
If the European powers in- 


stoecl upon livinc and governing them- 
seive«:xin this fa-hion. it was their privi- 
lege and the consequences were their look- 
out. 
It' lor nothing elbc. they ought to 


^be grateful to us that we were able to 
help them financially. 
Had \ve not been 


in this po&ition. there might be a differ- 
ent story to tell of the outcome of the war. 
1'h* resources of the United Stales were 
at their disposal, but by no process of 
reasoning or the imagination can we be 
held to a duty to supply them with the 
agencies of war and reconstruction as a 
gift. 
It is true that in the end the war 


involved the United States and that it 
turned out to be a fight for humanity and 
the supremacy of popular government, 
but to this cause we contributed our full 
support and were the determining factor 
in making it a MH-CC.SS. 
Therefore, the 


morality of our attitude in insisting upon 
settlement of our claims, after generotiMy 
discounting them, is .secure. 
Our Jogal 


rights are equally incontestable. 


The second proposition is that while 


morally and in law we are entailed to re- 
payment we can collect only what our 
debtors can pay. The relationship is ex- 
actly the same as that between any 
creditor and debtor. 
Jf the debtor is 


bankrupt, and has no means of recover- 
ing, the creditor can collect nothing. Jf 


' lie has some assets and can make partial 


payment, the creditor may take what he 
oan pay. but no more. 'AYe have nego- 
tiated our settlements on the ba.sis of 
what we believe our debtors can pay. Jf 
we arc wrong we shall not collect, but 
\vc should not bo prevented from trying 
le collect on thai basis. ThLs applies with 


particular force to both France and Great 
Britain. If the terms we have made with 
the latter are too severe, and at any time 
threaten the solvency of the British na- 
tion, 
we will be compelled to modify 


them. 
There is no question about this, 


and the same applies to France and the 
other debtors. All of them understand it 
as well as we do. 
Therefore, their cries 


against our greediness and cold-blooded- - 
ness are premature, to say the least. 


The French financial crisis is in no 


sense due to the American policy; on the 
contrary, the franc wouldjiavc been sta- 
bilized long ago had a settlement with 
this country been ratified, and the gov- 
ernment permitted to make loans for the 
protection of its currency, supplemented 
by adequate taxation and the imposition 
of essential economies, in both the mili- 
tary and civil establishments. It is not 
too severe an indictment of France to say 
that she has wilfully refused to make the 
sacrifices and to adopt the policies neces- 
sary to her financial and economic recov- 
ery. This cannot be said of Great Britain, 
which, in a sense, may be more danger- 
ously threatened than France. 
She has 


put her financial house' in order, and 
levied the heaviest taxation in Europe, 
but she has been unable to restore either 
her commerce or industry to the point 
where she can long maintain solvency. It 
is conceivable that her debt settlement 
with the United States is more than she 
can shoulder, but it has not been proven 
to be so yet. Something at least depends 
upon her ability to make France come 
across. 


In the meantime, we should not burden 


ourselves unduly with pity for European 
predicaments. 
AVe may be hard-headed 


but we are not hard-boiled. Europe will 
get help from us when it deserves it, and 
needs it. as it always has. But it must 
not lie down on the job itself. AVe have 
no reason to pity France for what she has 
brought upon herself since the war. Let 
her get herself out of the muddle she is in. 


AVe fear that the rival policies of the 


great powers are still standing in the way 
of their self-improvement, if not their 
salvation. 
This would seem to be indi- 


cated by the comparative ease with which 
Austria and Hungary have been saved 
from ruin, whereas they were in the worst 
plight of all of the original sufferers from 
the war. If the powers will turn, over a 
new leaf and follow the course that points 
the way to peace and harmony, they will 
soon find their other ills at an end. If they 
will not do so it is their own funeral. 


FORTUNE TELLING 


The conditions existing in our national 


capital, according to the evidence present- 
ed to congress, of millions of dollars being 
spent in \Vashington alone with fortune 
tellers, clairvoyants and sellers of love 
potions, charms and talismans, exists to 
some-extent in every city and town. The 
same bag of tricks exposed to congress as 
being used in AVashington is being used 
everywhere: there may be differences in 
refinement and polish but the tricks are 
fundamentally the same. 


AVhile it may be true that AVashing- 


ton. tiip mo.st cosmopolitan city in Ameri- 
ca, is the only American city still licensing 
these charlatans to operate for ''profit and 
gain" and that other cities make such ac- 
tivities a misdemeanor, nevertheless it 
persists in the.se other cities to a greater 
extent than is generally realized and a na- 
tion-wide campaign against such fakers 
might be entered into with profit to all. 


It seems incredible that in this suppos- 


edly enlightened age people of education 
and experience could still believe in black 
magic and need the enactment of laws to 
protect them from being imposed upon, 
but such i 
4- the case. 
This being true, 


what of the less informed and less ex- 
perienced citizen ? Is he not even more 
easily mulcted by fortune tellers and gold 
brick artists?

r to conceal his ignorance of the nature of the ill- 
ess in question. No health authority 
dares to 


r.suer my challenge, for the simple reason that no 
wo health authorities have the same conception 
f what an alleged "common cold" is. They dare 
ot commit themselves on It, because they know 
low ridiculous the effect -would be 4f some 
other 


.ealth authority should happen to define his con- 
ception of it. Even the various medical or .health 
irgamzations that are conducting an organized or 
o-operative inquiry, study or research into the 
nature and cause of what they calmly designate 
as "the common, cold" dare not define what they 
are investigating.

As long as the old fogies in medicine and public 


lealth can keep the "common cold" in 4ts present 
nebulous, indefinite and intangible form, they can 
teep the controversy going. No discussion, argu-

Tn the gra<5« schools during the 
past year, the Thorndike McCall read- 
ing test was given In the middle of 
the school year. Through this test 
tlt was found that the students as a 
'•whole were above the standard set 
for the United States. The average 
was one point above tho standard 
nark. 


Following the test the weaknesses 


and strong points of the pupils were 
picked out and efforts were made to 
overcome the weak points and con- 
tinue with the strong ones. In the 
latter part of the year another test 
was given which showed that definite 
progress had been made. 


It is through th# medium of print. 


according to Mr. Rohan, that the pub- 
lic keeps In touch •with the world and 
for that reason It is necessary to 
stress reading In schools. 


To keep a school system wide awake 


and to the front at all times it :s 
necessary to keep the teachers of the 
schools up and coming, according to 
the report.

"specs." Eyes are constantly depreci- 
ating, no matter how perfect they 
seem to the individual. At the end 
of each three or five year period, spe- 
cialists say eyesight is just a little 
more incompetent that it was at the 
start. On this basis, it has been de- 
termined that almost everyone, at the 


age of 40, should be wearing glasses 
either all or part of the time.

life of the average eyes. This is chiefly 
due to the fact that a large portion 
of the world's work today.Is being 
done under the electric light.

To- 
day people work as hard at night as 
during the day, and their eyes, sub- 
jected to unnatural uses, are unable to 
stand up under the strain Using eyes 
to see at a distance of less than 20 
feet is considered by most optometrists 
as an eye strain.
